STEALING THE POT 


Pot stealing is normally a perfectly legitimate tactic in poker 
circles but on the 28th November at the famous Thornhill 
Club in Toronto an armed gang tried a rather different 
variation.

A police chase 
ensued, shots were exchanged which resulted in the arrest 
and charging of Omar Betty, Ryan Shields and (get this) 
Ezra LOTTERY! The trio face 130 counts, including 
attempted murder of police. I guess Ezra’s lucky numbers 
didn’t come up. 


SITUATIONAL ANALYSIS 


I recall WSOP Champion Phil Hellmuth giving some good 
advice at the beginning of the year. In simple terms his 
opinion was that a good poker player played to a strategy and 
was able to “read” opponents well, on or offline. But he made 
the major point that a “great” poker player was a master of 
“situational analysis”. This strictly means a player who can 
make fast judgements as to when to make good moves based 
on what has already occurred. In football terms Wayne 
Rooney would be the classic example of a master of 
situational analysis. He reads a game at the speed of instinct 
based on who’s around him and what he can expect them to 
do. Some poker players have this almost as a gift, others 
develop it over time. The latter is the route to rely on and you 
achieve success with it by being able to swiftly categorise the 
“type” of player you are up against. Is he a mouse, an 
elephant, a lion or a jackal? This quick, animal-short-hand 
will assist you to make that swift decision when it’s needed, 
Rooney style. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


Tve been noting some of the winning names used by recent 
combatants in the larger prize-pool online events. “Jovial 
Gent” “Pimplyteen” “MoistaSmith” and “Longlegs” spring 
out at me immediately. I suppose the strategy is that an 
opponent spends so much brain-time trying to figure out why 
someone would want to call themselves “Pimplyteen” they 
lose focus. “Longlegs” does it for me. My brain would say 
“Baywatch” or “Desperate Housewives” and I wouldn’t 
remember my own hole cards for at least two minutes. With 
hard evidence like that, it’s clearly worth giving your online 
tag some tactical thought.

MICHAEL OWEN expects a New 
Year verdict on when he can end his 
injury nightmare and play again. 

England striker Owen hopes a 
January scan will clear him to step 
up his fitness programme and allow 
him to set a comeback date. 

Owen tore knee ligaments during 
England’s World Cup campaign in 
Germany and had career-saving 
surgery in America to repair damage 
which would have put him out of 
football a couple of decades ago. 


He said: “At the turn of the year I 
have a scan then as long as everything 
is knitting together quite nicely we 
press on. I hope to start jogging in 
early February and then really kick 
on from that. 

“Tt is a serious injury but I am 
playing in an era where you have got 
the best surgeons, the best physios 
and doctors. This injury would have 
finished you 20 years ago. It is the 


most serious injury you can have as 
a footballer. I want to come back and 
be better than I was.” 

Owen desperately wants some relief 
from the monotony of relentless 
fitness training. 

He added: “Basically it is quite a 
grind. They have been difficult 
times. The one love and passion I’ve 
got outside my family has been 
taken away for the last few months. 

“T’ve spent most of my time staring 
at four walls in a gym, walking on a 
treadmill with no end to it and on 
exercise bikes and rowing machines. 

“If I am lucky, I get treated on a 
Wednesday to go down to the pool 
and do 50 lengths. 

“There is still a lot of work to be 
done until I am back out playing but I 
can see light at the end of the tunnel. 

“People have tried to set targets for 
when I will start playing again, but 
it really is impossible to say.”

But the changes paved the 
way for youngster James Vaughan to 
return to the squad and claim his 
first goal since he became the 
Premiership’s youngest scorer 18 
months ago.

And Moyes said: “I’m not sure James 
would have been in the 16 if Victor had 
been fit. 

“He has had one of the most impor- 
tant years of his career and has 
missed 14 months when you would 
work regularly with him to improve 
his game. 

“Tt will be a slow process but he is a 
willing lad and he wants to train and he

“It was like Casualty yesterday. So I’m 
pleased with the result more than any- 
thing.” 
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WEST HAM chairman Eggert Jj 
Magnusson was given an early reality 
check as Alan Pardew’s side slumped to 
yet another away-day defeat. 

The Icelandic supremo celebrated taking control 
of the club by watching the Hammers beat 
Sheffield United at Upton Park last week. 

But he was given a chilling reminder of the work 
that needs to be done in the East End when Everton 
kids Leon Osman and James Vaughan sent the 
Hammers back down to 17th place. 

Pardew’s men sit just one point above the drop 
zone — and, unless they find a cure for their 
travel sickness, they face a long, hard winter. 

So far the Irons have managed just one point on 
the road and haven’t scored away from Upton Park 
since August. But at least they can take heart from 
the fact that Carlos Tevez has stopped sulking. 

The Argentine was back in the line-up following 
his bust-up last week after he was hauled off — and 
he responded with a deadly display that deserved 
more reward. 

Tevez has clearly swallowed his pride and 
decided to knuckle down. He looked as though he 
had a point to prove as he harried and chased the 
Everton back-line. 


But ultimately it was Everton’s very own bad boy, 
Andy van der Meyde, who made the difference 
after being unexpectedly drafted back into the side. 

Last-minute injuries to Phil Neville and Mikel 
Arteta gave the Dutchman his first start of the 
season but he, more than anyone, helped Everton 
claim the points that move them to seventh. 

The Dutch winger has had a miserable time since 
his £1.6m move from Inter Milan in summer 2005. 

But he tormented the Hammers defence and 
showed he may yet have a Premiership future. 

Tevez quickly took charge when he set up Lee 
Bowyer with a gilt-edged chance to score. 

The striker skipped around Joleon Lescott as 
though the centre-back wasn’t there before pulling 
the ball back for the unmarked Bowyer standing 
just eight yards from goal. 

The ex-Newcastle man caught his first-time effort 
sweetly but Tim Howard, rooted to his line, some- 
how reacted to push the ball up and over the bar. 

The save showed why the on-loan keeper has been 
told by Manchester United boss Sir Alex Ferguson 
he could still have a future back at Old Trafford. 
The US international certainly had plenty of 
chances to show his worth 
as West Ham forced 10 cor- 
ners inside 30 minutes. 

And he quickly produced 
another top-quality block 
to deny Tevez in the 29th 
minute. 


By contrast, West Ham 
keeper Robert Green looked 
shaky as he flapped at a 
cross when Everton finally 
got out of their own half. 

But the England hopeful 
redeemed himself when 
Andy Johnson showed his 
striker’s instinct when 
Anton Ferdinand failed to 
clear Howard’s long punt. 

The Everton striker 
immediately latched on to 
the loose ball and drilled a 
low drive across Green but 
the keeper tipped it round 
the post at full stretch. 

That effort appeared to 


have the effect of finally 
spurring Everton into 
action with van der Meyde 
taking the game to the 
Hammers. 

The Dutchman appeared 
to be able to beat Paul 
Konchesky at will and 
began delivering a series 
of crosses that suddenly 
pushed the Hammers on to 
the backfoot. 

Pardew’s men finished 
the first half defending 
desperately but things got 
much worse soon after the 
break. James Beattie 
hasn’t got too many

friends inside Goodison 
Park at the moment and 
the striker was jeered 
when he sent a hopeful 
shot high into the stands. 

But the striker won over 
his critics by chasing a 
seemingly lost cause and 
pulling back a teasing 
cross just when the ball 
appeared to be heading for 
a goal-kick. 

With James McFadden 
putting Jonathan Spector 
under pressure at the far 
post, the US full-back could 
only half-clear. And when 
the ball fell to Osman the 


youngster showed nerves 
of steel to take the ball 
down on his chest and 
volley his first league goal 
of the season in his 100th 
game for the Blues. 

A frown spread across 
Magnusson’s face in the 
directors’ box as Pardew 
made changes in an 
attempt to salvage a point. 


Substitute Marlon 
Harewood almost brought 
them level with a snap- 
shot that saw Howard pro- 
duce another fine save. 

But Pardew could do 
nothing to stop it turning 
into another away-day to 
forget. 

And 18-year-old Vaughan 
made sure of that by slot- 
ting home the second deep 
into added time.

LIVERPOOL are on the 
brink of a new era witha 
£450m takeover that will 
help the club towards a 
60,000-capacity stadium. 

Dubai International 
Capital will begin a period 
of due diligence this week 
after being given exclusive 
rights to scrutinise the 
club’s books. 

A firm proposal will 
then be made with an 
agreement set to be 
announced after 
Christmas with the com- 
pany, which is the inter- 
national investment arm 
of the Dubai government- 
owned Dubai Holdings. 

It is understood DIC 
have beaten off interest 
from four other parties 
and will become the latest 
foreign owners of a 
Premiership club.

DIC could pay around 
£4,500 per share, putting 
the five-times European 
Cup winners’ value at just 
over £170m. 

Chairman David Moores 
has a 51 per cent stake but 
it is expected he will 
dilute his holding to 10 per 
cent while continuing ina 
figurehead role.
